tbs transit barracks lusnsdiately on their arrival at. tha Federal Collaction 
Caii?>. It was furtter eacertalned that contact offtoas In Italy, Aturtrla 
end Germaiy referred Yugoslav refugees directly to IBRAHDOVIC end in tmay 
instancoa, it was later datannlned that the rafugaes had fumiahod falss 
personal data. Source sterted that in Deesnher 1953# IBRAHIKOVIC was 
vlQited at Canp VaUte by two officials from tba Yugoslav Consulate -General 
in Munich, Gernseny, IBSAniMCIVIC cllfigadly stated that the officials had 
vtaitad him in order to persuade him to ratum to Yugoslavia. Source 
beliuvad, however, that it was more likely that Subject, In his capacity 
as chief of tl® Croat comflittee at the caiEp, was instructed to perrreada 
his corapatrlota to return to their natlvo country. It was also reportod 
that according to Btatenents by Croat and Sorolan refugees, IB R ^HW CWIC 
travelled to Itoalch where he contacted tbo Yugoslav Coasulete-OcMoernl. 

The Yugoslav refugses are said to faer, therefore, that through Subject 
the Consulate -Gore rol would be furelsted with the statenmrts that they 
bad m ffda' at tbe c&ssp* On 3 Jure 195^, IBRAHDS17IC reportedly was vlolted 
by a Oenoan wcsnan who supposedly was an eiTy . lc yae of ths B&ln pjost office 
in Huarnberg, Qormany, and epporently they held a secret msetlng at the 
boos cof an IrnBSta of tbe esup, Frau rnSEALOVIC, which wsa attended by 
five or six other pei^ons. It was also indicated that SiA>Ject stated 
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that bs was rsoalvlrig aid frcsa ''outolda”
